Meyer, a $@nior, has the normal busy life of a teenager 
trying to divide hertime between school, work, and a boyfriend 
bution top of that this, Meyer takes the responsibility to help 
out her younger brother in and out of school. John Meyer, a 
sophomore, appears to be a just a regular, happy-go-lucky 
teenager, but as a child Meyer was diaqnosed with Autism. “He 
was born with an ear infection and anemia, so we're pretty sure 
he was born with it,” said Sam. 

Autism is a social disorder marked by isolation, 
impaired social interactions, and limited activities and interest. 
John’s disorder hasn‘t stopped him as nearly everyone in school 
knows John by his unique and imaginative drawings. With Sam's 
encouragement and support, John has been able to adjust to 
the high school atmosphere. Through her years of helping her 
brother Sam has come to enjoy the way he blows real life things 
way out of proportion and, “his never-ending imagination.” 

When most students try to avoid younger siblings Meyer 
serves as John’s anchor, but this is only where Sam's family 
responsibilities start. On August 21, 2001 Samantha Meyer's 
family life changed forever. 

As an eighteen-year-old male was racing over a hill on 
the wrong side of the road going nearly eighty miles per hour, 
he slammed into the car carrying Linda and John Meyer. John 
walked away with a few scratches and bruises, but Linda suffered 
life-threatening injuries. “The engine was behind my mom, the 
brake pedal went through her ankle, and the key went into her 
knee. All of her toes were broken, 35 vertebrates crushed into 26 
pieces, she lost feeling in her feet and hands for 5 years, and she 
still doesn’t have feeling in her heels to this day,” explained Sam. 

After seeing her mother go through such a tough time 
rehabilitation and recovering from her injuries, Sam Knew that 
she would have to be there to keep her mother strong and her 
family tight. After a long day of school and work Samantha comes 
home and make meals, helps clean the house, and helps John; 
relieving the stress on her parents. By assuming some of the 
daunting responsibilities Sam knows she is helping to hold her 
family together. “She is way better at it than I could ever be. Not 
many people could deal with it the way she does,” said Allen 
Giesting, Samantha’s longtime boyfriend. 

Samantha Meyer is the friend everyone wants, the sister 
everyone needs, and the daughter everyone longs for. She loves 
her life just the way it is, and as she said, “My family has taught 
me through the ups and downs that life is what it is and you have 
to make the best of it!”

Motivational speaker and retired professional basketball player 
Archie Talley was visibly disappointed on January 16 when the final 
buzzer sounded on his presentation before he had a chance to cover 
everything he had hoped. 

Tally, brought to BHS through the CHOICES program and Silence 
Tally’s relationship with sponsor Cindy Blessing, wooed the crowd with 
his basketball skills and his heart felt message. While entertaining the 
crowd with tricks that included spinning basketballs while drinking pare to be tested by 
out of a glass and shaving, Tally was able to relate to his audience by Archie Tally. Tally 
covering important issues in teens’ lives. Covering topics such as dating 
and smoking, Tally expressed how lucky each of us are, “You are rich.

A lot of young people mean well, but they do not realize what 
their teachers do for them. Teachers sacrifice an awful lot,” he said. 

Talley also had a message on the subject of teachers for 
teachers themselves. “Some teachers call me, and they say, ‘Mr. Talley, 
we know we’re making a difference, but sometimes we wonder,” he 
said. His response to this concern, “I always tell teachers, ‘Not only are 
you making a difference in [students’] lives; along with their parents, 
you make the (his emphasis) difference in their lives.’ | always thank 
teachers for what they do.” 

The next most significant topic he wished he could have 
covered more thoroughly was why students should respect their 
parents. Tally wished he could have explained how much parents care 
for their children and how they try to protect and do what is best for us 
even if it doesn’t seem like it. 

“| want students to understand how important their parents 
are,” he said. “Their parents will do anything for them.’

Screams of determined parents and chants from the 
student section echo across the field, as the cool air bites at the 
players and mist soaks the field. As the ball is snapped, grass flies 
through the air and helmets collided with a bang. The mud soaked 
players fight to keep their season alive against their rival the 
Greensburg Pirates, knowing that if they won this game they would 
advance to the second round of sectionals and ensure a winning 
season. Unfortunately, the Dogs came up short putting an end toa 
ten year streak of winning seasons. 

‘The team didn't play all together. They got a sense of 
panic when the game was close or the opponent was about score. 
There were a lot of games we should have won. It wasn’t because 
of our talent; it was because we lacked effort on every play,” said 
Coach Eric Heppner. 

Despite great expectations for the 2008 football season 
the Bulldogs ended the season with a record of 5-5, marking the 
first time the Dogs hadn't finished above five-hundred in ten years. 
The Bulldogs got out to a fast start with convincing victories over 
Jennings County, Milan, and South Dearborn. “I knew that this 
was going to be a weak part of our schedule so a fast start wasn’t 
surprising,” said Heppner. 

With their confidence high and a 3-0 record the Bulldogs 
traveled to New Palestine where they faced their first adversity 
of the season. In the second quarter senior running back, Ryan 
Hartman went down with a serious head injury and was lost for the 
game. This was a huge factor which the Dogs could not overcome, 
and the game ended with the scoreboard reading 50-15. The team 
was shocked at the surprising loss which started a rocky road for 
the Bulldogs. 

The next week the Bulldogs traveled to East Central to 
face a huge rival team without Hartman who was diagnosed with a 
concussion. With Hartman on the sidelines the Dogs were expected 
to get crushed by a superior Trojan team. Surprisingly the team 
pulled together and played their best game of the season keeping 
it close the first half, “Despite not having Hartman we played our 
best game of the year. We controlled the ball and played good 
defense until the last thirty seconds of the first half,” said Heppner. 
The game ended with the Trojans on top 21-6 giving the Dogs their 
second loss in a row. 

The undefeated Lawrenceburg Tigers and archrival 
Greensburg Pirates were next on the schedule. The Bulldogs got 
out to a quick start against the Tigers, but failed to maintain their 
lead and let the game slip away 21-14. Against the hated Pirates 
the Bulldogs scored two late touchdowns closing the gap to 27-20, 
but were unable to come up with a final stop as the Pirates ran out 
the clock. 

“The Lawrenceburg game was a heart-breaking loss, 
looking back it was the turning point of our season,” said Heppner. 

After the four straight losses the coaches implemented 
new consequences, if the Bulldogs didn’t score 40 or the defense 
allowed any points it earned the team flying- forties. With these 
consequences in mind, the next two games were blowouts. The 
Dogs beat Franklin County 49-6, and lead by Hartman’s 252 
rushing performance beat Connersville 49-21. 

This lead to the rain soaked Sectional against conference 
foe the Greensburg Pirates. Despite the offensive showcase with 
the Dogs and Pirates going back and forth the game ended in a 
disappointing loss, marking the end of a winning tradition.
